Flying fortresses, battle cruisers 
and mechanized columns can de- 
fend the United States against an 
invader, if this country is adequate- 
ly prepared, but no military machine 
can guarantee the liberties of the 
American people. 


That guarantee can come only 
from the people themselves; from 
their resolve to live and work to- 
gether, intelligently and tolerantly, 
as members of a democratic com- 
munity. 


There must be economic prepar- 
edness—if the people of the United 
States are to profit from the tragic 
experience of England and France 
and safeguard their liberties and 
democratic institutions. 


France is paying now in the blood 
of her young men, and in an agony 
of calamity and uncertainty, for her 
national disunity of several years 
ago—for her sit-down and _ slow- 
down strikes, which paralyzed the 
French industrial machine and al- 
lowed Hitler to build tanks and 
bombers while France experimented 
with the left-wing Populaire. 


When the idealistic but imprac- 
tical premier, Leon Blum, took of- 
fice, he sought to placate the Com- 
munists and their fellow travelers 
by making them part of the gov- 
ernment; he raised wages and ne| 
shortened hours, without regard to 
industry’s ability to carry the load; | 
he attempted nationalization of de- 
fense industries. But living costs 
and production costs soon outstrip- 
ped wage increases; strikes spread 
like a contagion; unemployment in- 
creased; trade became stagnant— 
and government expenditures and 
taxes finally became unbearable. 
Blum’s regime fell in April, 1938. | 
but before it fell it paved the way | 
for Hitler’s march on Paris. | 

Englana, too, is paying a hitter 
price now, because her government 
leaders and her people failed for 
years to measure up to their respon- 
sibilities — because class jealousies 
and petty wrangling blinded hem 
to the hurricane gathering in Ber- 
lin. 

This country, during the past de- 
cade, has passed through a period 
of disunity, class warfare, bureau- | 
cratic excesses and visionary Ea 
imentation not unlike that in Eng- 
land and France. American bureau- 
cracy has curtailed production by 
irresponsible decree and has sand- 
bagged private enterprise by gov- 
ernment-financed competition and 
drastic restrictive penalties. Strikes 
and civil war in labor’s ranks have 
clogged production and thrown tens 
of thousands on relief, to be sup- 
ported by already over-burdened 
taxpayers. Politicians have catered 
to the shiftless and indolent—and 
made demagogic war on the indus- 
trious. 

Due to fortuitous circumstances, 
the United States still has time to 
put its house in order, if the people 
are sufficiently aroused to da so. 
Thus far, the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans have protected us from the 
full consequences of our own folly, 
but economically we have paid a 
terrific toll for departing from the 
principles of a democracy.

Great Britain promised to carry on, 
alone, the war to a finish. 

The Nazi war flag waved trium- 
phant over Europe. It was planted 
from Arctic Norway to the Swiss 
Alps, from the Baltic seacoast to 
the shores of Brittany. 

It flew over Vienna, Prague, Dan- 
zig, Warsaw, Copenhagen, Oslo, the 
Hague, Brussels—and Paris. 

Nine months and 14 days. after 
her declaration of war last Sep- 
tember, France today asked Adolf 
Hitler for peace. The heartbroken 
words were spoken by Marshal 
Henri Philippe Petain. 

Twenty four years ago, at Ver- 
dun he said: “Tis ne Passeront 
Pas.” They did not. Today he said: 
“We must cease fighting” and sent 
Hitler a note asking for terms of 
peace. 

The French decision left unans- 
wered many vital questions — the 
fate of the French navy, second 
only to Brtiain’s, the fate of the
